June 12, 1926 

The present crop growing seas- 
on in Albbrta is being character- 
ized by extremely variable con- 
ditions. While the central and 
northern portions of the province 
are experiencing very heavy pre- 
cipitation, the south-western and 
south-eastern distriz’s. report dry 
conditions.
